The bilateral U.S. discussions, he 
continued, are expected to be 
followed up in October with an ac- 
tual resumption of the three-way 
talks — first at relatively low. 
technical levels, and later with the 
heads of delegations. Those 
meetings probably will take place 
in Washington, he said. 

Assuming progress can be 
achieved, he said, they will 
culminate with another three-way 
summit Involving Sadat, Begin and 
President Jimmy Carter before the 
end of the year. Linowitz said such 
a summit would take place 
Irrespective of whether Carter wins 
the election on November 4, since 
even if not elected. Carter would re- 
main president until January 20. 

The U.S. envoy said that some' 80 
per cent of the autonomy-related 
Issues had already been resolved 
and codified into a document. The 
latest working paper, he said, 
focused on the remaining 20 per 
cent. But be conceded that those 
Issues were the most difficult, in- 
cluding land, settlements, security 
and water.

TEL AVIV. — Three persons 
suspected of smuggling money ob- 
tained by fraud from the Religious 
Affairs Ministry have left the coun- 
try. according to reliable sources. 

The police investigation into the 
ministry has been hindered by the 
• lAck^>f those three suspects, two of 
whom arc from Bnel Brak and the 
third from Jerusalem. The 
Jcnwnlr.m Pont learned. 

The three persons left the country 
soon After news of the police In- 
vestigation into the ministry was 
first reported. The Post learned 
that the police decided' to request 
the Tel Aviv Magistrates Court to 
Issue restraining orders against six 
persons after they found out that 
the three other suspects had 
already left the country. 

The Post learned that police 
believe that tens of millions of 
shekels were smuggled by the three 
missing suspects into Swiss bank 
accounts. 

According to an Interior Ministry 
source, another suspect who Is a 
well-known rabbi, postponed his 
return to Israel from the U.S. when 
he learned that the police investiga- 
tion was branching out. 

The special poliee team led by 
Tat-Nltzav Binyamln Siegel in- 
terrogated a- few additional 
Religious Affairs* Ministry per- 
sonnel over the weekend. The 
workers were asked about the 
reliability of receipts given by the 
ministry. 

A police source confirmed yester- 
day that the police have persuaded 
another person to testify as a state 
witness in addition to the Bnei Brak 
deputy mayor Yisrael Gottlieb. The 
source refused to reveal the second 
state witness* name, saying that 
leaks to the press had hampered the 
investigation. 

Police spokesman Nltzav-Mishne 
Arye Arad said on Friday that in- 
vestigators are now tryiqg to verify 
suspicions thaVzjejJyAe’ vmfeYmper- 
sonated heads or yeahivot received 
ministry funds for yeshlva students 
who did not exist. 

They are also investigating 
suspicions that potential voters In 
Lod and Ramie were bribed during 
Abuhatzeira’s term as mayor of 
Ramie. 

Arad stressed that police “cannot 
say when the investigation will end 
because ills becoming increasingly 
complex." Friday at noon, Tel Aviv 
Chief Magistrate Halm Shapira 
allowed journalists to see the 
restraining orders issued at the 
police’s request against the six 
suspects on Thursday. The six are 
suspected of taking and giving 
bribes. 

.The police request for the order 
confirmed that Moshe Gabai 
Ya’acov Shaul and David Knafo — 
all close associates of Abubatzeira 
— are suspected of complicity in 
the case. 

The three remaining suspects are 
the manager of the court (hatserj 
of the ridmor of Splnca Herman 
Fruohter, Amram Korach. 
sephardlc rabbi in Bnei Brak, and 
Gottlieb, who agreed to be a state 
witness. 

Attorney General Yitzhak Zamir 
met with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin on Friday and briefed him on 
the Investigation. Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg and Justice Minister 
Moshe Nisim also attended the 
meeting. 

After the >hour-and-a-half 
meeting, Zamir denied reports that 
he was going to recommend to 
Begin that he ask Abubatzeira to 
resign. 

Speaking on Israel Television on 
Friday, Zamir charged that many 
of the press reports on the In 
vestigatlon were based on specula- 
tion. He said that the news media 
are guilty of "wild accusations, 
with no “basis in reality."

France charges 
E. German 
with spying 

PARIS <AP». — A 'former top- 
ranking East German military 
figure has been imprisoned in 
France and charged with espionage 
following his arrest last month and 
the discovery of military 
documents in his possession, 
French officials said yesterday. 

The arrest of Heinz Bernhart 
'Zorn. 68, Identified as the former 
chief of staff of the East German 
air force, is the second spy case in- 
volving East Germans this year. 

Officials said Zorn, who served as 
a Luftwaffe officer during World 
War n. was arrested by counter- 
espionage agents on August 19 in 
Lille, an industrial city 220 
kilometres north of Paris. 

Zorn entered France in early 
August oh a tourist visa and was 
immediately put under sur- 
veillance by intelligence agents. 

Moslem Brotherhood 
hideout stormed 

DAMASCUS lUPI). — Syrian 
security forces stormed a hideout of 
the outlawed Moslem Brotherhood 
in the northern city of Aleppo, kill- 
ing at least seven fugitives, officials 
disclosed yesterday. 

The officials said the forces dis- 
covered Important documents in- 
dicating that the fugitives planned 
to blow up a sewerage network In 
Aleppo,, cause panic among. the in- 
habitants, and tire on those trying to 
escape the polluted city. 


CAIRO (UPI). — Aria Mansour, 
editor of the weekly magazine Oc- 
tober and a confidant of President 
Anwar Sadat, yesterday urged his 
colleagues in the Cairo press to stop 
comparing Premier Menahem 
Begin to Hitler In cartoons and com- 
mentaries. He called on Egyptian 
editors to try to understand the 
depth of Jewish feeling when 
reminded of the Nazi leader. 

Mansour wrote that he was mak- 
ing his appeal In the Interest of good ' 
neighbourliness and peace between 
Israel and Egypt.' 

Israel protested to Egypt last 
month against a Cairo newspaper 
cartoon depicting Hitler awarding 
Begin a swastika-shaped medal. 
Sadat subsequently had a talk with 
the editors. 

Describing the Holocaust as “a 
bleeding wound in every Jewish 
heart and home at all times and all 
places.” Mansour said, “it is bad 
jdgement to ask Israelis to join us in 
laughing about a joke compering 
Begin to Hitler or saying that Begin 
is Hitler. 

“For us to make fun of this Is like 
putting salt on a wound. Let us save 
the salt until the wound heals and 
brings to future generations what 


we have been deprived of — peace, 
he added. 

Mansour said that If the com 
parison was being made “out of ig- 
norance, then we are all at fault. 
But if we Intend it as a deliberate in 
suit, then we should reckon with the 
effects this will have on popular 
organizations, decision-makers 
negotiators and peace advocates in 
Israel." 

Mansour said that one excuse for 
Egyptians who look at Israel the 
way some papers did was that their 
knowledge of the Holocaust is very 
limited. But he cautioned that 
Egyptians ought to know better. 

“None of us can put his hand on 
the Western Wall (in the Old City of 
Jerusalem) and shed a tear 
because we have no reason to do 
so,” Mansour said. “But we should 
not treat lightly the feelings of those 
who do ad for reasons which we 
ought to know. Knowledge is essen 
tial to understanding, and un 
deratanding is a prelude 
friendship which is the harbinger to 
peace.” 

pie article had highlighted the 
shift In tone of Mansour's own 
writing. He used to be one of the 
harshest critics of Begin as well as 
of Jews. 


Mubarak takes Egyptian 
autonomy strategy to Italy 


ROME. — Egypt is urging Euro- 
pean nations to ask the U.S. to put 
pressure on Israel to adopt a more 
conciliatory attitude in the search 
for a Middle East settlement. 
Italian Foreign Ministry sources 
said on Friday. 

The sources said this was the 
main theme of discussions Egyp- 
tian yiee President Hosri Mubarak 
held with Italian leaders in the third 
stage of his two-week tour of Euro- 
pean capitals. 

Mubarak, who has already held 
similar talks with West German 
and British leaders, met separately 
on Friday with Italian Foreign 
Minister Emilio Colombo, Prime 
Minister Francesco Cosaiga and 
President Sandro Pertlni. 

The Italian sources said Mubarak 
expressed the view that the U.S.- 
sponsored autonomy negotiations 
so far have proved the only way. to 
keep Israel involved In peace talks. 

But Mubarak was telling Euro- 
pean leaders the atmosphere of 
these negotiations had 
‘’deteriorated” as a result of 
Israel’s recent decisions to push 


ahead with settlements on the West 
Bank, to make Jerusalem its 
capital end to continue its activities- 
in Southern Lebanon, the sources 
said. 

Mubarak yesterday discussed the 
issue of Jerusalem and other 
aspects of the Middle East conflict 
at a private audience with Pope 
John Paul n. He Is expected to fiy 
today to Paris and after talks there 
will move on to Vienna and 
Bucharest. 

tn Berlin, Gaston Thorn, council 
president of the European Com- 
munity and Luxembourg's foreign 
minister, warned on Friday against 
giving the PLO sole representation 
rights for the Palestinian people. 

But he also said the PLO must be 
recognized as a negotiating partner 
and the Palestinian people given 
the right of self-determination. 

He also opposed the Jerusalem 
law. 

Thom addressed 400 represen- 
tatives from Liberal parties in 61 
countries meeting In West Berlin's 
Reichstag, the former German 
parliament.

Ministry said last night that the 
move had been expected. 

The two countries join 11 others, 
10 Latin American and Holland, 
which have announced plans to 
move their embassies from 
Jerusalem to Tel Aviv in the wake 
of the Knesset's passage of the 
Jerusalem Law last month. 


U.S. Army revamping to boost morale 


WASHINGTON <AP). — The U.S. 
Army plans to bring thousands of 
non-commissioned officers home 
from overseas, thoughen up its 
basic training regimen, and take 
various other actions aimed at 
boosting readiness and morale, 
says the service's top officer. 

General Edward Me yer. the army 
chief of staff, said the shift of about 
7,000 non-coma from Europe and 
Korea — a reversal of previous 
policy that maintained units over 
strength at these locations — Is aim- 
ed at overcoming a shortage at 
home that has undercut the- 
readiness of U.S.-based troops. He 
said the move will result in better- 
trained troops In the U.S. to back up 
overseas units. 

At a news conference Friday, 
Meyer said the army is also con- 
sidering a wide range of actions — 
from replacing the old overseas 
-caps with more jaunty berets to 
rebuilding the army's regimental 


structure — to Improve morale and 
enhance soldiers’ pride in -their un- 
its. 

He outlined several new ap- 
proaches to organizing and deploy- 
ing units. 

Egyptian says Carter 
won’t pressure Israel 

JEDDAH (Reuter). — President 
Jimmy Carter said three years ago 
he would be committing "political 
suicide” if he tried to put pressure 
on Israel to solve Middle East 
problems, a former Egyptian of- 
ficial was quoted as saying yester- 
day. 

Fbrmer deputy prime minister 
Ismail Fahmi told the Saudi 
magazine Al-Majalla that Carter 
explained his situation at a 
Washington meeting In September 
1977. 


WARSAW. — Stanislaw Kania, 
a little-known bureaucrat who 
oversaw Poland’s secret police, 
took over the Communist Party 
leadership yesterday from 
Edward Gierek, who was 
ousted after being blamed for 
the economic chaos that spark- 
ed the workers' confrontation 
with the state. 

The abrupt changeover was 
applauded by the Soviet Union. 

The surprise decision was 
taken at a meeting of the 250- 
member party central com- 
mittee. which elected the 58- 
year-old Kania party chief only 
hours after Gierek, 67, was 
taken to hospital. 

A medical bulletin signed by five 
doctors said Gierek. who had clung 
to power through a summer of 
labour and political turmoil, was 
suffering from “serious distur- 
bances of the heart.” 

He was taken to hospital after 
hundreds of thousands of striking 
workers spent weeks demanding, 
and finally winning, concessions 
unprecedented In the Soviet bloc, 
including the establishment of 
trade unions independent of Com- 
munist Party control. 

Kania, who went, to the Baltic 
port of Gdansk last month to 
negotiate with striking shipyard 
workers, became the youngest 
Communist Party chief in the 
Soviet bloc. 

Kania pledged yesterday to 
reform the party and to continue 
the trend of liberalization towards 
the workers. He also stressed that 
Poland's workers and the ruling 
party must achieve some sort of 
rapprochement for the country to 
pull through the current crisis. 

"Poland needs peace and work." 
Kania said in an address to the 
hastily called emergency plenary 
session of the central committee. 

"Our most Important task now is 
to restore- social confidence in

people's power, and the trust of the 
working class in the party,” he 
said. 

The speech was made behind the 
plenary session's closed doors, and 
excerpts were read to an anxious 
nation on the prime-time ' evening 
television news. 

Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev sent his congratulations 
to Kania. hailing him os a "staunch 
fighter” for socialism and Soviet- 
Polish friendship, Radio Moscow 
reported. 

The radio announced the 
telegram about seven hours after 
the official news agency Tass 
reported without comment that 
Gierek had been replaced by Kania 
because of "serious illness." 

There were indications that 
Kanla's appointment had been

Turkish F.M. ousted 
over Israel policy 


ANKARA (UPI). — Minister of 
State Ekrem Ceyhun was named in- 
terim foreign affairs minister 
yesterday, replacing Hayrettin 
Erkmen who was ousted In a stun- 
ning censure vote for failing to 
follow a more Islamic policy. 

Prime Minister Sulayman 
Demlrel called a news conference 
to announce Ceyhun's appointment 
under terms of the Turkish con- 
stitution. which calls for a 
caretaker minister of state to serve 
no more than two weeks. 

Sometime in the next two weeks, 
therefore, Demlrel must appoint a 
full-time successor to Erkmen, who 
was ousted Friday when the parlia- 
ment passed a vote of no confidence 
in his policies. 

The censure motion passed zao-2, 
but only slightly more than half of 
the Turkish parliament took part In 
the vote. All 180 members of the rul- 
ing Justice Party were absent when 
the vote was taken, and nearly all 
members of the National Move- 
ment Party boycotted the vote. 

A similar boycott by the two par- 
ties earlier in the week prevented 
the Moslem fundamentalist 
National Salvation Party from get- 
ting the 228 votes needed for a 
quorum. 

But In the second attempt Friday, 
Erk men’s opponents mustered 230 
votes and easily passed the censure 
motion. 

At the news conference where be 
announced Erkmen 's temporary 
successor, Demlrel said the cen- 
sure motion lacked any basis. 

Erkmen, in a separate news con- 


ference in Istanbul yesterday, said 
he was convinced members of his 
party were trying to help. 

"The boycotting of yesterday's 
session by my party group was a 
protest against the censure' 
motion." he said. "I am sure it was 
not directed at me.” 

Erkmen was accused of siding 
with the West, failing to cultivate 
Moslem nations and failing to cut 
off ties with Israel. Turkey main- 
tains legation-level diplomatic 
relations with Israel. 

Another minister In the Demlrel 
government. Interior Minister 
Mustafa Gulclgil, resigned recently 
rather than face an opposition cen- 
sure motion. 

But sources here said Erkmen 
refused to resign, arguing that the 
policies attacked by the opposition 
were not only his but those of the 
Demlrel government. 

Political sources said three more 
Demlrel ministers would likely face 
censure motions from the National 
Salvation Party. The finance 
minister, energy minister and 
health minister have been the 
targets of persistent opposition at- 
tacks. 

Demonstrators meanwhile burn- 
ed the U.S., Israeli and Soviet flogs 
yesterday In a mass rally called by 
the NSP opposition to protest the 
Jerusalem Law. 

NSP officials said the rally was 
attended by representatives of 
Iraq. Libya, Palestinian groups, 
Iran, Sudan, Pakistan and 
Afghanistan.

profits, local rates

Profits and local rates must be 
frozen in any package deal, and un- 
employment must be reduced, says 
the Histadrut. The labour federa- 
tion said it is not content with a par- 
tial freeze of wages, prices and only 
central government taxes. 

The Histadrut will submit its 
response on Tuesday to the package 
deal proposed by Bank of Israel 
Governor Arnon Gafny some three 
weeks ago. The three parties to the 
proposed deal — the government, 
employers and the Histadrut — will 
then re-examine the possibilities of 
reaching an agreement. If an agree- 
ment is ultimately reached, it will 
differ from Gafny’s original 
proposals, Histadrut sources said. 

Dr. Zvi Suss man. deputy gover- 
nor of the Bank of Israel, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that the 
proposed package deal implicitly 
freezes profits by limiting price in- 
creases In any one month to 4 per 
cent. Furthermore, the deal re- 
quires businesses to forgo various 
tax concessions — mainly the Inven- 
tory tax relief designed to reduce 
the taxation of "paper’ ’ profits due 
to inflation — to the tune of ISl.5b. 
This. Sussraan said, will reduce 
profits or freeze them. 


Suss man added that unemploy- 
ment is not high now, and does not 
present a major economic problem. 
The Issue, rather, is the high un- 
employment that may develop In 
the future If the government Is com- 
pelled to clamp down further on 
aggregate demand In order to 
reduce Inflation. 

Suss man said that such a situa- 
tion — which has occurred in 
various Western countries — la 
precisely what the Gafny proposals 
are intended to prevent. The propos- 
ed package deal is designed to 
reduce Inflation as an alternative to 
increasing unemployment. 
Suss man said. 

According to the latest manpower 
survey, the unemployment rate Is 
now 4.7 per cent —'about twice as 


high as has been customary in 
Israel for many years. Bank of 
Israel data show tbat the number of 
people unemployed for more than 
seven days increased sixfold 
between December 1979 and May 
1980. reaching a total of 10,600 per- 
sons. The number of job-seekers 
who could not be provided with 
work doubled in the same interval, 
from 8,350 to 16,700, and quadrupled 
. compared with the figures for 
January 1979. 

Treasury sources estimate that 
the negotiations over the wage- 
price-tax freeze may take about two 
weeks. 

However, Treasury sources say 
tbat if there is no agreement on a 
package deal, It will take unilateral 
measures to combat Inflation. 

The budget for the current fiscal 
year will be updated accordingly. 
Work on revising the budget is now 
under way In the budget division. 
The nominal figures depend on 
whether a package deal Is reached, 
with a lower rate of Inflation and 
real cuts in wages and profits, or 
whether inflation will be higher but 
real wages remain Jevel or be 
reduced because of higher prices. 

Treasury officials also say that 
they hope the Histadrut ’a response 
will be free of extraneous — mean- 
ing political — considerations. 
Further discussions of the package 
deal between Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz and Gafny may be 
held today or tomorrow. 

The Post has learned that the 
Histadrut will probably propose a 
freeze on not only wages, prices and 
tax rates, but also of local rates, and 
will demand the adjustment of tax 
credit points and child allowances 
even If the package deal does not go 
through. The Histadrut will also de- 
mand action to reduce unemploy- 
ment 

Histadrut officials are, in any 
case, not unduly worried: they say 
that the existing wage agreement, 
together with the second wage hike 
of 7.3 per cent stipulated in the wage 
agreement for 1980-1981, protects 
real wages. 


NRP secretary sees .ilver lining 


TEL AVIV. — National Religious 
Party secretary-general Rafael 
Ben-Natan yesterday predicted 
that the party will come out of its 
current troubles stronger than 
before, but other NRP sources 
described its Internal state as one of 
“suspended animation." 

Speaking on Israel Radio’s 
weekend news magazine about the 
implications .of the current police 
investigation Into alleged corrup- 
tion in the Religious Affairs 
Ministry, Ben^Natan compared the 
NRP’s religious backers to Jewry 
in the Diaspora: adversity and 
persecution only strengthened their 
resolve, he said. 

Privately, however, religious 
politicians over the weekend were 
expressing relief that the ap- 
proaching high holy days made it 
Impossible to convene any of the 


party executive forums. They fear 
that such meetings might explode 
into recriminations and counter- 
accusations that are now almost 
dally (are behind closed doors <£t 
party offices. 

Party sources said they hope to 
prevent a demonstration planned 
for today outside the Prime 
Minister's Office In Jerusalem by 
hot-headed supporters of Religious 
Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzelra, whom the supporters 
believe to be “the victim of an 
Ashkenazi plot." 

A leader of the Abuhatzelra sup* 
porters, NRP deputy secretary- 
general Asher Lazimi, openly 
charged over the weekend that the 
minister is a victim of ethnic 
persecution. “They simply picked a 
young Sephardi mlnlstej^and decid- 
ed to get him, to eliminate him,” he 
said.

yesterday. 

El A1 also Intends to Increase In- 
coming charter flights, intended for 
tourists, he continued. It will 
operate these flights from Ger- 
many, Britain and the U.S., in- 
cluding Los Angeles, and possibly 
from the provinces of France and 
Spain, Bar-On said. 


El AI Charter Services, the air- 
line's charter subsidiary, flew 30.3 
per cent of the incoming and 29.9 
per cent of the outgoing charter 
flights in July, Bar-On said. This 
showed that El Al Is not fighting 
against charter flights, but working 
to expand the charter market, he 
claimed. 

Charter flights are Intended to 
open new tourist markets and not 
lure passengers from regular 
flights. Bar-On said. He said that 
mixing Israelis with incoming 
tourists Is a mistake, and that El Al 
intended to obey the charter 
regulations which prohibit more 
than 15 per cent of Israeli 
passengers on incqmlng charter 
flights.

DUESSELDORF, West Germany 
(API. — A state court on Friday 
sentenced two members of the 
Baader-Meinhof terrorist gang to 15 
years each In prison for attempted 
murder in a 1977 shootout and for 
belonging to the Red Army Faction 
— the gang's formal name. 


The two West Germans, Christof 
Wackernagel, 28, and Gert 
Schneider, 31, protested the 
sentences, shouting at the chief 
Judge: "The sentence is 

terrorism," and “We want to get 
out of here." 


The sentences were handed down 
three years to the day after the kid- 
napping of industrialist Hanns- 
Martin Schleyer, later killed by 
members of the Red Array Faction. 

According to testimony, Wacher- 
nagcl and Schneider — implicated 
In the Schleyer slaying — were sur- 
rounded by police after leaving an 
Amsterdam apartment on 
November 10 . 1977. Before they 
were arrested they tried to battle 
their way free with a pistol and a 
hand grenade, which exploded, 
wounding the fugitives and police 
officers.

Gierek, who rose to power after a' 
similar wave of unrest 10 years ago, 
lost his traditional base in his home 
region of Silesia when miners join- 
ed the walkout by Baltic shipyard 
workers campaigning for free trade 
unions and easing of censorship. 

The 69ryear-old leader's authori- 
ty evaporated with revelations tbat 
the former bead of Polish televi- 
sion, u close confidant and relative, 
was embroiled In a multi-million 
dollar embezzlement scandal, 
sources said. 

Then the speaker of parliament 
which was meeting for the first 
time since three weeks of unrest 
and strikes, told deputies on Friday 
that Gierek had suffered a heart at- 
tack earlier in the day. The central 
committee, usually slow to move, 
was hurriedly convened in over- 
night session to pick a successor, in- 
dicating Gierek's ailment was 
“political” and simply a pretence 
to remove the former miner from 
power. 

Gierek's predecessor, Wladyslaw 
Gomulka, was reported to have suf- 
fered similar “heart trouble” 
before being ousted In 1970, and the 
ataiement outlining Gierek's ill- 
ness. signed by Health Minister 
Marian Sliwtnaky, was almost iden- 
tical to the one issued on Gomulka. 
Gomulka, aged 75, Is still alive. 

The appointment of Kanla con- 
founded predictions that former 
foreign minister Stefan Olszowskl, 
who staged a political comeback to 


last month's shakeup, was likely to 
succeed Gierek. 

But Olszowskl, .an Intellectual 
who favours sweeping reform, was 
apparently regarded as too risky at 
a time when developments In 
Poland are being watched with both 
suspicion and concern by Moscow. 

Kanla to regarded as a typical 
Communist bureaucrat with a. 
reputation for toughness who rose 
through the party ranks without at- 
tracting too much attention to 
himself.. 

Although his appointment came 
as something of a surprise, there 
were indications that it may have 
been prepared some time in 'ad- 
vance. 

Kanla began his working 
is-year-oid - blacksmith'® kppfen* s 1 
tice in the district of-JRkeszopfc;

responsibility for internal affairs — 
including the army, the police, 
church-state relations and policy 
towards dissidents. 

Kanla, who negotiated with the 
workers in Gdansk during the. 
height of the unrest, la credited with 
having ruled firmly against using 
force to smash the strike. 

To Poles In the street, who have 
had their hopes of more freedom

Gonen fined for 
illegal arsenal 

TEL AVTV (Itim). — Aluf Shmuel 
Gonen, a former OC Southern Com- 
mand, was fined 182,000 on Friday 
after admitting to illegal possession 
of three assault rifles, a mortar and 
other firearms, together with a 
great deal of ammunition. 

Gonen was not In court when the 
sentence was read by District Court 
Judge Arye Segalaon. His attorney 
said he is in the Central African 
Republic where he manages a dia- 
mond mining company. Courts 
usually Insist on the convicted per- 
son's presence when the sentence is 
read but the judge agreed to make 
an exception In Gonen's case. 

The large stock of arms was In a 
Givataylm flat Gonen rented in 
1978. The arms were discovered in a 
police raid on October 31 of that 
year following complaints by 
neighbours who had seen the 
general carry the arms Into the flat. 
The court confiscated the arms, 
saying he could get them back If he 
produces a permit to keep them, 
within one year. 

The District Attorney said in his 
summing up that Gonen had not 
taken? ad equate precautions 4o . 
safeguard: the arms from theft. 
Even- though Gonen is a senior of- 
ficer with a brilliant record, the 
prosecution said, he should not be 
above the law.

Package deal talk sparks 
massive linked-bonds sales 


Clash seen in Labour meet 
today over voting on Meshel

TEL AVIV. — A major clash 
between supporters of party chair- 
man Shimon Peres and as-yet- 
undeclared contender Titzhab 
Rabin is expected at this after- 
noon’s Labour Party central com- 
mittee meeting. 

Sparks are expected to fly over 
the party Leadership Bureau's 
attempt to renominate Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meshel for a third term. Following 
an objection by Rabin supporters, 
Peres last Thursday conceded to 
their demand that the next 
Histadrut secretary-general be 
elected by at least 60 per cent of an 
electoral body comprising the cen- 
tral committee and Labour 
members of the Histadrut ex- 
ecutive. 

Peres also agreed to the Rabin 
supporters* demand that the vote 
be conducted by secret ballot. 


But Rabin told 77ie Jerusalem 
Post yesterday he will insist that 
the party candidates for Histadrut 
secretary-general and other offices 
be nominated by the executive 
bodies to be chosen at the new party 
convention in December. 

"We are all justly proud that 
nearly 100,000 new members have 
enrolled, or 40 per cent of total 
membership, and we promised 
them that they would have 
influence on party affairs, so 
how can we exclude them from 
voting on such major offices as the 
Histadrut secretary-generalship 
and the Naamat general- 
secretaryship?” he said. 

"People talk of renewing the par- 
ty. well, we have to prove we mean 
what we say,” he added. 

Labour sources say that, given 
the expected composition of the 
next central committee, there is lit- 
tle doubt that Meshel will be re- 
elected for a third term.

Talks of a pending -package 
deal" which would freeze prices, 
wages and taxes were the main 
reason for a massive selling of 
index-linked bonds last Thursday. 
Prices fell across-the-board and up 
to the maximum allowable 3 per 
cent. 

If negotiations for a package deal 
succeed, deflationary conditions 
will obtain. However, linked-bonds 
traded on the Exchange were in any 
case mostly over-priced, and in- 
vestors were quick to realize 
profits. 

There appears to be some confu- 
sion about the direction ot the flow 
of investment funds. Just before tbe 
end of August massive sums, in the 
of order of IS500m. were poured 
into t new issues of 100 per cent 
index-linked bonds. However, this 
was not the case during the latter 
part of last week. 

In August it was also clear that 
money was being invested in 
foreign currency. Over the course 
of the month the -shekel was 
devalued by no less than 6.6 per 
cent. Last week, however, the 
shekel was relatively stable, with 
little change in the exchange rate. 

The share market was certainly 
not the beneficiary of new In- 
vestments. On the contrary, vary- 
ing degrees of selling pressures on 
equities were felt throughout most 
of the week. Investment company 
shares and especially industrials 
were under continuous pressure, 
and share prices continued on a 
downward course. The commercial 
bank shares, which can normally 
be counted on to^nove against a 
downward trend; were relatively 


unchanged. Without exception 
these shares have on a yearly basis, 
outperformed both the cost-o'^- 
iiving index and the devaluation .bit 
the shekel, and therefore are still 
regarded as a solid investment. 

While statistics are not available ■ 
for the most recent period, there' 
are rumours that the level of 
redemptions of mutual fund units is ' 
now strongly running ahead of new 
sales. If true, this could explain the 
downward pressure in the market 
and presage further losses. 

The performance of mutual funds 
during August was lackluster, to 
say the least. Assuming the August 
C-o-L index will he in the order of 8- 
9 per cent, not a single one of tbe 68 
mutual funds was able to record a 
“'real- gain, in sharp contrast to 
July's results. The many Investors 
who joined the mutual fund 
bandwagon must this week be more 
than a little disappointed, with 
gains of one per cent and less. Com- 
mitting their funds to this type of in- 
vestment. they had hoped to see 
weekly gains of five or more per' 
cent. 

But the level of financial liquidity 
continues to be high, as evidenced 
by reports of oversubscriptions for 
new issues. The Hassneh new finan- 
cing issue, for example, was so 
heavily oversubscribed that in- 
vestors were allocated less than 10 
per cent of the amount requested,. • 

Rumours are now circulating 
that several Israeli industrial con- 
cerns are planning to imitate Sci-

Chinese parliament moves 
to abolish ‘4 big freedoms’ 


PEKING. — China on Friday 
defended its proposed abolishment 
of the “four big freedoms.” quoting 
parliamentary delegates who said 
the provisions had undermined 
rather than strengthened 
democracy. 

“Parliament, the National 
People's Congress, moved Tuesday 
to ban the "four bigs" — the right to 
speak out freely, air views freely, 
hold debates and write protest 
posters. 

The government maintains that 
freedom of speech, press and 
assembly are already guaranteed 
by' other provisions in the constitu- 
tion. and that the “four bigs", relics 
of the cultural revolution, had been 
used as “tools of suppression” by 
the "gang of four". 

"In their crackdown on criticism 
mid wallposters, Chinese 
authorities have arrested four 
editors of unofficial magazines and 


sentenced a fifth to labour reform, 
the editor of a leading, now defunct, 
magazine reported on Friday. 

Xu Wcnli. 36. editor of the banned 
April Fifth Forum also said in an in- 
terview that China should "speed 
up political reform," and that if it 
doesn't, "this will sooner or later 
lend to a problem like Poland.” 

Last December, wall posters 
were banned from the famous 
Democracy Wall in the heart of 
Peking and restricted to a remote 
park. 

Even that last forum is expected 
to be banned after the constitution 
is amended. 

In another development, the of- 
ficial Chinese .news agency 
reported yesterday that private 
doctors, forbidden to practise dur- 
ing the Cultural Revolution, will 
soon be able to hang out their 
shingles again.

The extradition request did not 
specifically charge Affatigato with 
the bombing, which took 83 lives.

MIDDLEBURG, Virginia (AP). — 
Former U.S. secretary of state 
Henry Kissinger said on Friday the 
newly disclosed "stealth’’ 
technology was regarded by the ad- 
ministration of president Gerald 
Ford as one of the nation’s "most 
sensitive secrets.” 

Speaking with reporters after a 
two- hour meeting with Republican 
presidential candidate. Ronald 
Reagan, Kissinger said the Ford 
administration felt that the 
technology "should be preserved 
with very special precautions." 

But Kissinger would not say 
whether the disclosure of the 
technology threatened U.S. 
national security. 

Publication of the existence of 
‘stealth technology" — which Is 
used to make planes invisible to 
enemy radar — has become a ma- 
jor issue In the presidential cam- 
paign. Reagan has accused the ad- 
ministration of President Jimmy 
Carter of dealing a "grievous blow" 
to U.S. security interests by making 
the technology public. 

Carter administration officials 
denied that the technology's ex- 
istence was disclosed for political 
purposes, saying it was impossible 
to keep the “stealth" programme 
secret any longer because of 
premature leaks. 

Four retired high-ranking 
American military men, all ad- 


visers to the Reagan campaign, 
called the disclosures about ■ the 
stealth technology a 41 flagrant 
break of security” by the Carter ad- 
ministration for political gain. 

“What this does,, is give the 
Soviets an opportunity to counter 
the American technology," Ad- 
miral Thomaa Moorer, former 
commander of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, told a news conference. : 

Retired Lt.-Gen. Daniel Graham, 
former head of tlxe Defence 
.Intelligence Agency, claimed the 
Pentagon's announcement about 
“stealth" was enough to allow the 
Soviets to focus on the issue and 
eventually be able to tell their' 
.radar operators how to. detect 
planes equipped with the new 
technology. Retired Army General 
Richard Stillwell and retired Lt : 
Gen. Ed Rowney, the former top 
military representative in the 
SALT negotiations, also, criticized 
the publication. 

Kissinger, who met with Reagan 
to discuss International' issues, 
suggested that he would not be part 
of a Reagan administration,, 
although the two men have smooth- 
ed over some, of their previous 
differences. 

Some members of Reagan's Inner 
circle, are adamantly opposed. to 
giving Kissinger any job, but others 
see Kissinger as too important a 
personality to overtook.

One State Department official 
told jourmtiists that President 
Saddam Hussein appeared to be 
trying both to supplant Iran as 
the leading Gulf country and to 
replace Egypt as the main Arab 
power following the Egyptlan- 
Lsracti peace treaty which has 
been denounced by most Arab 
stAtes. 

Iraq's growing role In Inter- 
national affairs is underlined by 
the fact that it is playing host in 
November to a summit con- 
ference of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
marking OPEC's twentieth an- 
niversary. In 1982, President 
Hussein will preside over a sum- 
mit meeting of* non-aligned 
nations in Baghdad. 

The State Department official 
said "Iraq Is simply filling a 
void left by Iran in the Gulf 
Somebody has to do so or there 
wilt be increased instability in 
the region. But I would not go so 
far as to say this is necessarily 
in the U.S. interest."

BEIRUT - - Life for a journalist or a 
warlord — even & retired warlord 
— is a dicey proposition In Lebanon 
these days. 

There is. or was. Yehya Hazzouri, 
& 27-year-old reporter for the Beirut 
dally newspaper AULswa. He was 
shot to death recently — the third 
journalist killed this year in 
Lebanon. 

And there was Dany Ch&moun, 
once commander of one of the most 
powerful Lebanese Christian 
militias in the country. Chamoun 
today is nursing a bullet wound in 
the leg, the result of an inter- 
Christian squabble that left one of 
his former pals dead. Hazzouri 
worked for the newspaper AI-LAwa, 

. ’pu blication known for its pro- 
“Iraq*’ sympathies. The newspaper 
said Hazzouri had been warned he 
would be "liquidated" if he did not 
change his "political stand." 

Gunmen shot him to death with a 
volley of bullets from a small 
European-made automobile as he 
walked from his home in 
predominantly Moslem West 
Beirut. 

Diplomatic sources blamed the 
killing on Syrian-dispatched 
assassins, who have been blamed 
for the death of Lt least one other 
journalist and death threats against 
three others in recent weeks. 

Selim Al-Lawzl, editor and 
publisher of the London-based 
weekly Arabic magazine Al- 
Haxpadexn, was kidnapped, tor- 
tured and killed in March as he was 
I on Wa way to Beirut’s international 
I airport for a flight back to London. 

! Although there were no arrests, 
Lawzi's assassination was blamed 
cm Syrian gunmen angered by his 
magazine’s publication of stories 
uncomplimentary to the regime of 
Syrian President Hafez Assad. 

Lebanese journalist Riyadh 
Taha, head of the country's 
publishers syndicate, was shot and 
killed in his car in early July in 
Beirut. The slaying was attributed 
to inter-Lebanese feuding stem- 
ming from family discord in the 
northern part of the country. 

At least three Western journalists 
— ' staffer Tim LlewaUyn and part- 
timer Jim Muir, and a reporter for 
the French publication Le Figaro — 
have left Lebanon within the past 
two months after threats against 
their lives. 

Bernd Debusmann, Bureau 
manager for Reuters news agency, 
was hit by one of five bullets fired at 
him by would-be assassins luring a 
silencer-equipped pistol in June. 

Diplomatic sources said 
Debusmann had been warned that 
Syrian gunmen were looking for 
him as a result of a series of stories 
he had written about unrest in the 
country, particularly the northern 
city of Aleppo, which the govern- 
ment in Damascus has put off 
limits to journalists. (UPI). 


Syria vows to 
help PLO, allies 

DAMASCUS. — Syrian President 
Hafez Assad has told the Palestine 
Liberation Organizaton leader 
Yasser Arafat that his country will 
defend its troops In Lebanon 
against Israeli forces even If it 
means "the fall of Damascus," 
Palestinian sources reported 
yesterday. Assad, Arafat and their 
key aides met for about four hours 
in the Syrian capital on Friday. 

A Syrian source said Assad pledg- 
ed "the full support of Syria" to the 
PLO. He wadded that "measures 
were taken to reinforce the 
relations between Syria and the 
PLO." 

If Israel attacks Syrian forces on 
station in. I^cbanon. a Palestinian 
source quoted Assad as saying. 
Syria win come to their defence 
"whatever the cost may be, even if 
that includes the fall of 
Damascus." 

Some 22.000 Syrian troops arc on 
station in I.icbanon, where they 
have been based since the country's 
1976 civil war. 

Palestinian sources also said the 
Syrian president vowed to help the 
Palestinians and’ their Lebanese 
leftist allies In "many ways" if the 
Israelis -attack them In Lebanon, 


Gulf believe Iraq could be a 
stabilising force In the area, 
which supplies two-thirds of the 
West's oil imports, despite dis- 
agreements on key Issues with 
Ihn U.S.. with which it broke 
diplomatic relations after the 
1.067 Arab-Isracli war. Iraq had 
moved away from Its almost 
total military and economic 
dependence on the Soviet Union, 
and in fact had sharply con- 
demned recent Soviet actions in 
the area, particularly the inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. 

At the same time it had sought 
improved ties with its Gulf 
neighbours and the West. 

Interests the U.S. and Iraq 
have in common include 
regional stability, secure oil 
supplies, And resistance to 
Soviet efforts . to establish 
footholds in the area, the official 
said. 

Differences exist on such 
issues as the Middle East peace 
process. Iraq's support for inter- 
national terrorists and its view 
that Washington rather than 
Moscow poses the greatest 
dAngcr to the Gulf, he said. 

The State Department has 
recently cited apparent Iraqi In- 
volvcment in two recent 
terrorist incidents when it 
recommended that export 
licences be denied for five Boe- 


ing airliners ordered by Iraqi 
airways. 

Iraqi leaders believe the U.S. 
military buildup in the area 
since the Iran and Afghan 
crises. Its agreements to use 
bases in friendly countries, and 
Its creation of a rapid deploy- 
ment force arc aimed less at 
countering a Soviet threat than 
at enabling Washington to seize 
Gulf oilfields in a crisis, the of- 
ficial said. 

• "Somehow the picture has to 
be conveyed to them that we are 
not threatening them or other 
Arabs In the region," he said. 

"But that hasn’t happened 
yet. Right now they don't feel 
the hot breath or the Russian 
bear on their necks." 

U.S. officials do not believe 
that restoration of diplomatic 
relations with Baghdad appears 
likely in the near future. 
Baghdad has rejected several 
approaches on this topic, which 
have been supported by well- 
publicised expressions of good 
will from President Carter, 
National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinahd, and other 
U.S. leaders. 

But the two countries main- 
tain a regular official dialogue 
through their interest sections in 
third-country embassies, there 
arc small but developing trade 
tics, and Baghdad has en- 


couraged a growing number of 
Iraqis to study at U.S. univer- 
sities. 

The U.S. officials therefore 
believe that at least a tacit un- 
derstanding with Baghdad la 
possible as long as Iraq pursues 
what Washington considers to 
he n genuine non-alignment in 
the Gulf And docs not seek to ad- 
vnnee territorial ambitions of its 
own. 

In any case, officials said, 
U.S. policymakers must take ad- 
count of the reality of Iraqi 
power in the Gulf region. 

With the apparent disintegra- 
tion of Iran’s huge military 
machine after the fall of the 
Shah last year, Iraq possesses, 
at least on paper, the strongest 
army in the region along with 
respectable naval and air 
forces, the officials said. 

But they said its 200.000- man 
Army had seen little combat and 
Its occasional performance In 
Middle East flare-ups as well as 
in confrontation with Kurdish 
rebels had not been impressive. 

A major question mark in 
American minds is whether Iraq 
is also trying to develop the 
ability to produce nuclear 
weapons with the aid of com- 
mercial reactors and uranium 
fuel bought from France and an 
Atomic research station 
supplied by Italy. 


Iraq’s military power is back- 
ed by oil wealth, with revenue 
expected to reach 30 billion 
dollars this year. "They see 
themselves as regional leaders 
In economic and military 
terms." 

Iraq has offered to join Saudi 
Arabia and other oil nations in a 
major economic development 
plan for the Arab world to be dis- 
cussed at an Arab League sum- 
mit in Amman in November. 

It. has also been actively pur- 
suing mutual defence 
arrangements for the Gulf 
region while strongly opposing 
both the new U.S. agreements 
with states bordering the Ara- 
bian sea and the Soviet military 
footholds in South Yemen and 
Afghanistan. 

Baghdad has publicly con- 
demned the holding of U.S. 
hostages in Iran and the Soviet 
move into Afghanistan, seeing 
both as possible pretexts for 
U.S. intervention, officials said. 

"Traq has a long way to go to 
became the leader of the Gulf or 
the successor to Iran," one 
White House aide said. 

"But clearly they feel 
threatened by the Afghan incur- 
sion. and the administration 
hopes they will increasingly 
take a more objective view of 
the real security needs of the 
area."

Malta awakens to the Gaddafi threat

VALLETTA. Malta. — Malta’s two- 
week search for oil off its promising 
south coast has been rudely 
scuppered by the gunboat 
diplomacy of Libya's military 
leader Colonel Mu am mar Gaddafi. 
And (Ast foundering with it are the 
special political and economic ties 
the two countries have been 
developing since Malta's socialist 
Premier, Dom Mlntoff, first came 
to power In 1971. 

To Mlntoff — who until recently 
considered Libya his foremost ally 
in wresting increased economic aid 
from the West — the Libyans now 
constitute a threat not only to peace 
in the Mediterranean but also to his 
tiny republic. 

To emphasize the point he im- 
mediately threw off the island all 
Libyan military personnel based 
there under a "temporary defence 
agreement" concluded with Libya 
in March after British military 
bases were closed down. At the 
same time civil servants were 
ordered to suspend all contacts with 
Libyan officials, a move that ia cer- 
tain to bring to a grinding halt joint 


industrial, political, economic, 
agricultural, educational and 
cultural projects. 

Furthermore, In a statement 
issued by the Maltese Foreign 
Ministry, which is headed by Mln- 
toff, Libya’s behaviour in forcing, 
at gunpoint. Texaco to abandon 
drilling in Maltese waters was 
described as an act worthy only of 
Malta's worst enemy. 

Trouble for Malta's drilling 
programme began to surface 
almost as soon as Saipem Two, the 
huge drilling platform contracted 
by Texaco from ENI, the Italian 
state energy organization, arrived 
on the Medina Bank, 68 miles away 
from Malta, to drill a 7,500-feet well 
in the first week of August. 

At first, Libyan naval units, in- 
cluding a submarine, kept watch at 
a discreet distance, fti August, a Li- 
byan frigate pulled alongside and 
handed the captain of the rig a 
written message signed by the Li- 
byan Under Secretary for Oil. The 
message claimed that the' rig was 
Illegally operating In Libyan 
waters. It was ordered to move out 
immediately. The message added 
that the Libyan government was 


prepared to use force. 

At the same time, according to a 
Maltese statement, the head of the 
company operating Saipem, Signor 
Saliettl. was arrested by the 
Libyans in Tripoli and threatened 
with "grave consequences” unless 
the rig stopped operating and mov- 
ed out of the disputed area. 

After two days of pressure, both 
Texaco and ENI decided to abort 
the project, but not before Texaco 
pointed out to the Libyans how mis- 
taken they were in elaiming 
ownership of the zone where drill- 
ing was taking place. 

In Tripoli, the Libyan Foreign Af- 
fairs Secretary, Dr. All Treikl. said 
in a statement that Malta should 
never have started drilling before 
the question of jurisdiction over the 
disputed area had been settled by 
the International Court of J ustice in 
The Hague. 

It was actually Libya's 
procrastination in taking concrete 
stepB to go to the International 
Court of Justice which led Malta 
eventually to ignore Libya's claims 
and start drilling. 

An agreement to go to The Hague 
was originally signed by both coun- 


tries in 1976. The deal, however.' 
was never ratified by Libya's 
General People's Congress. In Oc- 
tober last year, at a meeting with 
Premier Mintoff. Libya’s second 
highest ranking politician. Major 
Abus all am Jalloud. promised that 
the issue would be tackled before- 
the end of June. 

When the Libyans again reneged; 
on their promise, Mintoff angrily- 
shut down a Libyan radio station 
operating in Malta and ordered 
Texaco and Amoco to start drilllng.-

Tsutomu Oshima, a 
nire holder of the coveted fifth-dan 
i highest degree] black belt. 

Oshinm,. visiting Israel for the 
fifth time, is the director of the 
world-wide network of branches of 
knmle that make up the Shotokan 
school. 

This week he will give intensive 
lessons of five and six hours a day 
to white, brown and black belt 
holders. Last week he gave two ex- 
hibition lessons at Jerusalem's Beit 
Hayelcd School In Talbleh. 

The -55-y car-old Oshima quietly 
sprang onto the gymnasium floor at 
Beit Hayotcd in bare feet, impec- 
cably dressed in his white, highly 
stnrtchcd f/i. the traditional 
.fighting smock of karate. After the 
formal bow of honour to his 
students, he commenced with a 
long warm-up of stretching exer- 
cises. which he moved through with 
n clarity and smoothness of ar- 
ticulation rarely found elsewhere, 
perhaps only in modem ballet. 

Listening to Oshima, one soon 
leu ms that the martial arts are not 
simply a brutal, indeed lethal, 
fighting form. Rather, they are the 
outgrowth of “martial philosophy." 
which stresses the right of the weak 
to defend himself, both physically 
and mentally, against the strong. 

“If you feel strong, you are 
strong," asserted the now perspir- 
ing OshimA (n clear English. He has 
lived in Las Angeles since 1962. He 
went on : "Don ’t be stingy using this 
strong feeling. Strong feeling 
brings form. Form itself is a 
strength." 


The rubber-bodied Oshima 
resumed Lhe exercises - kicking, 
thrusting, turning. He moved swift- 
ly among the students, find cor- 
rrrlcri individual mistakes, ex- 
plained breathing techniques and 
defence mechanisms. Each period 
or exercise was more demanding 
Hum the one before. Each was 
tallowed by an elaboration of the 
philosophy begun in the previous 
one. 

"Ix?t your opponent feel he can 
get you,'* tin other words. lure your 
opponent towards you.) "Don't 
show your opponent what you are 
going to do. Movement Is always 
opposite what your opponent ex- 
pects. Same in the world, (An allu- 
sion to war and the fact that nations 
are merely bodies or men, armies, 
right' 1 g on the same principles as 
in i .vldual combat. 1 ALlast mo- 
ment only, make your movement." 

In spite of the seriousness of his 
message, he often flashed his disar- 
mingly broad smile or showed con- 
cern. Once a student accidentally 
took a blow in his stomach, which 
.sent him squirming to his knees. 
Oshima Instancy sprang to his side, 
nnri began rubbing and soothing 
him bnck onto his feet. 

The last time Oshimfe spoke, he 
knotted together the physical and 
mental strands of the evening. 

“You can not try in school 
i k.-i rate * with your friends. I 
prohibit this completely. (The 
sludonts were, in fact, of all ages, 
persuasions and of both sexes.) 
Teasing nn opponent makes you 
mentally stupid and weak. Physical 
movement affects your mentality. 
A stumpy movement means a skim- 
py mentality. ’’ 

The lesson finished as it had 
started, with Oshima falling to his 
knees, and bowing to his likewise 
bowing and admiring students.

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New statesmanship needed 


IT IS A REGRETTABLE truth of democratic politics of recent 
decades that the qualities of personality that seem to .be 
paramount in insuring election to office are often very diffeent 
from those necessary for effective government once the power 
to rule is won from the electorate. 

Nowhere has this nagging truth been demonstrated more con- 
vincingly than in the U.S. The elecion of a well-packaged 
political outsider has brought about one of the more confused 
presidencies in recent memory. And now the greatest of all 
democracies is confronted with the demeaning prospect of hav- 
ing to choose between two candidates for the presidency who 
are not exactly among America’s first-rank political leaders. 
Cynics could claim that it really makes little difference who sits 
in the White House as American society is strong enough and 
rich enough to manage not too badly without an effective 
government. 

'Ihe same cannot be said of Israel. Nevertheless, Israel’s ma- 
jor parties seem hell-bent on aping some of the worst aspects of 
American politics, from an interminable year-long election 
campaign, to the harnessing of the magic media of television 
and public relations. Thus, tools that should be used to inform 
and educate the electorate are entrusted into the hands of those 
modern soothsayers who have risen to greatness by whetting 
the public's appetite for certain brands of toothpaste, pasta and 
cars. _ 


The occasion ror this pnmppic is tne report that Labour Party 
chairman Shimon Peres has stolen a march on the Likud. and 
hired back Ellezer Zurabin's Dahaf advertising agency in the 
service of the Alignment’s forthcoming election campaign. 

Dahaf worked for Labour since the beginnings of the 
Americanization of Israel's election campaigns in 1965, under 
the threat of the then Mapai-R&fi split, and until it was hired 
away by Ezer Welzman to oversee the Likud's successful cam- 
paign in 1977. 

It is unthinkable that a major Israeli political party should 
conduct an election campaign in the 19&0s without the help of 
“image packaging" and media professionals. If one accepts the 
urgent need, for insuring the replacing of the present Likud: 
government by the only available. alternative — Labour — one 
may well argue that all means must be mobilized for that essen- 
tial task. . . 

But there is room here to learn from the country's past mis 
takes. Ihe Likud was installed in office by an electorate intent 
on ridding the country of a degenerate Labour government, 
after 29 years in power, giving little thought to what the replace- 
ment would bring in its wake. In this the electorate was abetted 
and lulled by a successful public relations 'campaign conducted 
by Ezer Welzman with the professional help of Mr. Zurabin 
which kept the “honest" but still frightening Menahem Begin 
out of sight and instead sold the country meaningless slogans. 

It has certainly not escaped Mr. Peres' attention that, accor- 
ding to recent public opinion polls, more than 40 per cent of the 
electorate still persist in their refusal to choose between him 
and Mr. Begin. This is only the tip of an iceberg of widespread 
alienation and cynicism towards the political parties and the 
political system as a whole which has. grown to staggering 
proportions in recent years. 

As an astute politician, Mr. Peres is correct in trying to get 
the beat public relations professionals in the service of his party. 
But as a man who would be Israel's prime minis ter in these 
perilous times, Peres would be short-sighted indeed if he were to 
disregard the real problem of public disaffection from ail 
political parties and politicians. For he might well find that he 
has won the premiership hut lost the ability to lead the country. 

Israel has one of the most sophisticated electorates In the 
modern world. While a pinch of public relations gimmicks may 
be par for the course and can be taken safely by such an elec 
torate, It is essential to restore public confidence in the coun- 
try’s political leadership by a heavy dose of some straight talk- 
ing. 

Ihat confidence began to be eroded by the events surrounding 
the 1973 Tom Klppur War. This erosion has turned into a near 
landslide in the last three years of Premier Begin’s 
stewardship. If that confidence is to be restored, the present mo- 
ment is certainly none too early for Mr. Peres to attempt the 
risky transition from politician to statesman, thus countering 
the campaign of demagoguery planned by the Likud. 

Such a strategy may even do wonders for Mr. Peres' personal 
problem of his own credibility with a doubting electorate.

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MYTH OF THE ‘SK PHARDI VO 



EVEN BEFORE the tentative 
emergence, last week, of an "ethnic 
lobby” in support of Religious Af- 
fairs Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira, 
signs of something like a communal 
revolt were beginning to appear. 

Indeed, they have already been 
given vocal expression by the 
Ohalim movement, and we may be 
reasonably certain that someone 
will soon attempt to translate them 
into the language of politics. "The re- 
cent attempt of two Knesset 
members. Mordechai Elgrabli and 
Sa'adia Marciano, to set up a new 
political movement will most cer- 
tainly undergo a series of 
metamorphoses as we come nearer 
to the Knesset elections. 

Everyone talks about the elec- 
toral potential of Jews who came 
here from Moslem countries, or 
whose parents or grandparents did 
so. Popularly, they are called 
"Sephardi" or "Oriental” Jews. A 
new myth Is taking shape about this 
presumed potential, but what, In 
fact, is the political-electoral power 
of these voters? 


The mass of the so-called Sephardi electorate casts its 
vote on. national rather than communal lines* writes 


SHEVAH WEISS. 


THIS STRENGTH has already 
been effectively demonstrated. It 
was the so-called Sephardi vote that 
caused the electoral upheaval of 
May 1977. But this fact was dulled 
by the aura surrounding the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
(DMC). It should have been clear to 
all of us that the upset was the work 
of the voters from the development 
towns and from the Kataraonim in 
Jegisalem, the Hatlkva Quarter In 
Tel Aviv and Mahane David in 
Haifa. 

This fact is easily proved. The 
DMC garnered some 206,000 votes, 
which gained it IS Knesset 
members. Only a third of these 
votes, or perhaps even fewer, were 
transferred to the DMC from the 
Labour Alignment. The balance 
came from the Likud, the Indepen- 
dent Liberals and the Citizens 
Rights list, and from new voters. 


Therefore, had It been only a 
matter of the damage done by 
Yigacl Yadin’s new party, the 
Labour Alignment would have 
remained the country’s leading 
political force and the Likud, which 
also lost votes to the DMC, would 
have retained Its second place. 

The Labour Alignment would 
have won some 45 seats (instead of 
51 In the Sth Knesset), the Likud 
some 34 (Instead of 89). The Presi- 
dent of Israel would have called 
upon Shimon Perea, the Alignment 
leader, to try to form a government 
and it la reasonably certain that he 
would have' created a coalition with 
the National Religious Party, or 
perhaps even with the DMC. 

If this had happened, the Likud's 
economic policy would not have 
seen the light of day, and the pre- 
sent leadership crisis In the Align- 
ment would have been averted. 

But In fact, tbe Alignment lost 21 
Knesset seats and more than 40 per 
cent of its strength, if one also in- 
cludes the minorities' lists af- 
filiated to it. Thus, in addition to the 
5-6 seats lost to the DMC, the Align- . 
ment also lost an additional 15-16. 

The Likud, on the other hand, lost 
some 4-5 seats to the DMC; but it 
nevertheless Increased its seats to 
45, if one includes the seats of 
Sharon's Shlomzion Party. 

Hie reason for this changed dis- 
tribution of Knesset seats is simply 
that the mass of voters from among 
the Sephardi communities switched 
from the Alignment to the Likud. 
They did not voice their dissatisfac- 
tion by supporting the DMC, the 
party of middle-class, veteran 
Ashkenazi academics; they found 
their outlet in the Begin ethos. 
Thus, the Alignment contributed

ALIYA COUNCILS

Sir, — Yehudit Kirschen informs 
us f Jerusalem Post, August 22, 
1980) that aliya promotion In North 
America within the last two years 
has undergone a significant 
change. “The Aliya Council 
Programme... puts the initiative 
and responsibility for promoting 
aliya directly... in the hands of the 
American Jew.’.’ But* the number of 
olim leaving for Israel from North 
'America during the last year has 
shown a substantial decline. Is the 
Aliya Council programme an effec- 
tive tool of aliya promotion or is it a 
means for the State of Israel to 
evade its own responsibility for 
aliya? 

The Aliya Council Programme 
should be seen as part of a long 
history of attempts to encourage 
North American community par- 
ticipation. There were the Israel 
Aliya Months sponsored in various 
communities after the Six Day 
War. the PATWA and CAMOI 
Programmes to provide skilled 
American manpower. There have 
. been Aliya Committees in Zionist 
organizations and Aliya Chairmen 
In various Jewish organizations and 
synagogues. When organized 
around Jewish leaders who were 
not personally committed to aliya, 
these activities proved to lack 
relevance, were seen by potential 
olim as hypocritical, and rapidly 
faded from the scene. 


There are North American 
Jewish communities ready to send 
more of their children to summer 
camps, university studies, 
yeshivot, and ulpanim ln Israel but 
they are not being organized. 
University students are interested 
In spending time examining 
professional opportunities instead 
of having the standard tourist visit. 
More religious aliya movements 
can be developed. There are Jews 
ready to Invest in Israel as a first 
step to aliya but they find no ad- 
dress for their Interests. There are 
Jews of all skills ready to come but 
they get no help in preparing 
themselves for a career in Israel. 
Yes, there is much that can be done 
to organize Jews in North America 
for aliya but Aliya Councils ore just 
an excuse not to do it

The mass 
of voters from Sephardi com- 
munities still do not support 
separatist communal movements 
or Sephardi politicians.

Their healthy Instincts have taught 
them not to give legitimacy to 
separatist trends, but rather to play 
the political game within supra- 
communal parties. - 

There are those who claim that 
such behaviour Is the reaction to 
pressure, that the veteran 
Ashkenazi parties have "enslaved" 
the Sephardi voters to the political 
establishment. But these voters did 
not come to Israel in order to revive ' 
the communal establishments they . 
knew in the Diaspora. Remaining 
within such frameworks appeared 
to -them, no less than to the 
veterans, a sign of inferiority and 
even Impotence. 

That Is why they gave most of 
their support in the past to Mapai 
and to Herat, and in May 1977 to the 
Likud. These voters, like most 


Ashkenazi - voters, followed per- 
sonalities like Ben-Gurion, Dayan, 
Begin, Ezer Welzman, - and even; 
Arik Sharon. Very few of them were 
influenced toy "representatives of 
the Sephardi communities" in the 
large parties.

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How con a Jewish leader In North 
America encourage someone to go 
on aliya when he is horrified at the 
notion that his own children might 
consider settling In Israel? While 
these Aliya Councils actually seem 
to support North American aliya, 
they often describe aliya as for 
pioneering and adventurous types 
and not as personal fulfillment for 
those with a strong Jewish identity 
who wish to build a normal working 
life in Israel.

Sir, — In our experience, the un- 
wanted are also the imwantfap.' As 
they lsolatedly wait for invitations 
to Israeli households, they invite no 
Israelis into theirs. They imbue 
their children with their 
abhorrence of the less appealing 
aspects of Israeli culture to such an 
exaggerated extent as to cripple tbe 
chances of their children's absorp- 
tion. Above all, they sit together 
with their own kind and complain, 
not realizing that they can never 
effect the much-needed societal 
changes, to which Dr. Low alludes, 
frbn\ the outside. 

We are proud to have had 
different, more positive, ex- 
periences. We movCd from an ab- 
sorption centre after only two 
months, partly because we became 
sick of constantly ruminating with 
fellow-ollm about omnipresent ab- 
sorption problems, difficulties with 
government functionaries, and 
rude behaviour on the streets. 

We moved directly to Bet Zaylt, a 
lovely moshav on the edge of 
Jerusalem. Although we were one 
of the very few families of English- 
speaking origin, we were received 
beautifully by the predominantly • 
Sephardic population. 

We are invited guests at wed- 
dings. bar mitzvas, and simple get- 
togethers. The synagogue, largely 
Sephardic, has opened Its ears and 
hearts to our Ashkenazic tunes. Aa 
Immigrants of shortly over one 
year's duration, can we ask for 
more? 

Does Dr. Low propose that pollu- 
tion, rudeness, .and laziness are not 
to be found In the U.S.? In 
Washington, D.C., it was not un- 
usual to see elderly people allowed 
to stand on crowded buses, while In 
Jerusalem seats are readily and 
voluntarily relinquished by 
younger people.
